Women Lead Viet Cong Assault

TRANG BANG, V i e t n a m 


(AP) — At least six women 
took part in an assault by Viet 
Cong troops on an American 
armored column rushing to 
reinforce tfiis key district 
town 28 miles northwest of 
Saigon, military officers said 
today. 


Capt. Gordon Lam, 25, of 


Honolulu, said he saw six 
women, including three armed 
with Chinese Communist AK50 
assault rifles c h a r g i n g 
straight toward his platoon of 
armored personnel carriers. 
Three of the women were cut 
down by .50-caliber machine 
guns mounted on the armored 
carriers, Lam said. 


Lam said the women were 


in the first wave of about 20 
to 30 Viet Cong troops who 
charged the armored person- 
nel carriers in broad daylight 
Monday. 


'Stopped Coming' 


"We kept shooting them 


from the tracks (the armored 
personnel carriers) with our 
50s" Lam said. "They just 
stopped coming after we had 
cut down the first assault 
wave. 
"The rest pulled back and I 


started to throw mortar fire 
into their positions. Then I 
pulled back toward a bridge 
and made my final assault 
from the west to the east. 


\Vhen it was over, I counted 


46 enemy bodies, all killed in 
our area alone." 


1st Lt. Daniel A. Bartolo- 


mei, 24, of Puerto Rico, a 
platoon leader, said, "I saw 
the group that was charging 
the armored personnel carri- 
ers. When I saw them I 
thought they were 
ARVN 


(Army of the Republic of 
Vietnam) troops. They opened 
up on us and then they 
charged us. 


Black Pajamas 


"In the first group were 


five to six women," said 
Bartolomei. "I could see their 
long hah*. They were dressed 
in black pajamas." 


Bartolomei said he saw the 


charging enemy troops fall 
"as we kept shooting." 


"I counted 14 of them, 


mixed with the women, killed 
after the assault," he said. 


U.S. officers said the attack 


on Trang Bang failed because 
a battalion of the 23rd Infan- 
try (mechanized), U.S. 25th 
Infantry Division had been 
deployed near the town before 
the Viet Cong started their 
assault. 


The American troops were 


guarding a bridge about one 
mile east of the town, and 
when they heard that a South 
Vietnamese unit had been hit, 
they q u i c k l y spread out 
around Trang Bang. 


The U.S. unit began receiv- 


ing small arms and rocket- 
propelled grenade fire. Three 


tracked v e h i c l e s were de- 
stroyed and there were casu- 
alties among the Americans. 


Speeds to Scene 


The battalion commander, 


Lt. Col. Avery S. FulJerton, 
39, Arlington. Va., sped to the 
scene by helicopter from his 
headquarters at Cu Chi. His 
craft dipped down over the 
battle and was hit by small- 


arms fire, forcing it to land in 
the town. No one aboard the 
helicopter was hurt. 


The heavy exchange of fire 


continued around the district 
town. 


Capt. James P. Hales, Fay- 


etteville, N.C., a company 
commander, said his outfit 
was moving up when it came 
under sniper fire.

Th 
senator went to the traditiona 
birthplace of the Republica 
Party in Ripon, and in "Fond d 
Lac even marched into a "Nix 
on for President" headquarter 
to greet a startled woman work 
er.

Me 
Carthy has said he expects 
significant number of Republi 
cans to cross over and registe 
a protest against Johnson or Re 
publican Richard M. Nixon b 
voting for him.

grenades, 
were 


driven back by the 500 U.S. de- 
fenders after four hours of bat- 
tle, the U.S. Command said. 


A spokesman said 135 North 


Vietnamese troops and 19 Amer- 
icans were killed and 51 Ameri- 
cans wounded. 


Pursue Viet Cong 


Near Saigon, allied forces 


pushed through rice paddies and 
ledgerows pursuing a battered 
Viet Cong force that broke off a 
sharp 24-hour battle shortly be- 
fore dawn. The Viet Cong death 
toll was put at 284. 


The U.S. Command said 10 


U.S. soldiers were killed and 71 
wounded in the fighting. South 
Vietoames'j casualties were de- 
scribed as light. 


The attack in the central high- 


lands was launched under the 
cover of darkness by two or 
three North Vietnamese battal- 
ions against an artillery sup- 
port base of the U.S. 4th Infan- 
try Division 19 miles west of 
Kontum city. 


Headquarters said the North 


Vietnamese troops, operating 
only 20 miles from their Cambo- 
dian border sanctuary, -stormed 
the 500 American defenders and 
drove through a portion Of the 
perimeter. 


Restore Defense 


Four hours later, headquar- 


ters said, U.S. infantrymen had 
pushed the enemy troops back 
and restored their defense line.

He sits at the back of the bus 


that roars through the laght 
along a highway in upstate New 
York, and he sings softly, lazily, 
off-key to a tune strummed by a 
young guitarist. 


Key figures in the state's 


strife - ridden Democratic Party 
are less alone in other seats as 
Robert Francis Kennedy rolls 
up his shirtsleeves and relaxes. 


He bites the tip from a long, 


tapered cigar and fills the back 
of the overheated bus with its 
pungent aroma. 


"Do you know "We Shall Over- 


come ?" he asks. "Or is feat 
passe?" 


Young Guitarist doesn't know 


it, but he tries, and Kennedy, at 
the end of a dreary night in the 
first week of his campaign for 
the 
Democratic 
nomination, 


sings softly. 


Now and then, a party pol 


breaks off from his conference 
with a Kennedy aide and, turn- 
ing in his seat, stares blankly at 
the man lolling in the back of 
the bus. 


The South Boston Irish crowd 


turns out under gray wet skies 
to yell and laugh and wave. The 
Kennedy brothers, Bobby and 
Teddy, are marching in the St. 


Patrick's Day Parade. 


They smile and wave at the 


faces but as they march they 
talk in terse undertones about 
the challenge. 


"I think we can do it if we 


make the big pull," Robert er- 
nestly tells Edward, who looks 
dubious. 


Behind them, a red-faced par- 


ty functionary mutters to a hur- 
rying assistant: "Where the hell 
is the little girl with the flow- 
ers?" 


"Don't worry," says the oth- 


er. "Next corner." 


And—poof!—with 
apparent 


charming spontaneity, a pretty, 
shyly smiling child materializes 
from the sidelines and hands 
Bobby Kennedy a bouquet of 
green carnations. 


He says "Thank you very 


much," still walking, and the 
cameras record the scene and 
he hands the bouquet to some- 
one and it is never seen again. 


The candidate is crushed by 


the crowd. The smile is fixed on 
his face, and he is seemingly 
unconcerned about the physical 
danger. 


But his aides are sweating 


and nervous and gasping for 
breath and they form a tight 
ring around him and push him 
through the crowd. 


The people slap him on the 


head and pull his hair and touch 
his coat and scream his name 
and yell for autographs al- 
though he can-^barely lift his 
arm. 


His hair tousled into a mop, 


his expensive suit rumpled, his 
shirtsleeve stained by sweat, 
he climbs atop the back seat of 
an open car and waves to the 
throngs pressing about him. He 
says, very softly amidst the din, 
"Hello. How are you? Thank 
you." And the people squeal and 
run along side and jump up and 
down. 


His California campaign man- 


ager, Assembly Speaker Jc:se 
M. Unruh, tells him, "You 
know, this is better than Presi- 
dent Kennedy got in California 


at the end of the 1960 cam- 
paign." 


"Yes," says Robert Kennedy, 


waving and smiling. 


He has gags that he polishes 


and repeats as the campaign 
rolls along. 


"My brother Teddy ordered 


10,000 Kennedy buttons for us to 
bring here. But they all have his 
face on them. I told him he 
couldn't enter the race at this 
late date. That would be ruth- 
less." 


Or, "I know I am beginning to 


have some success. George 
Hamilton called last night and 
asked for my daughter's phone 
number." 


The bus finally arrives at its 


destination, a "pavilion" in 
Johnson City, N.Y. The Demo- 
crats have long since eaten their 
testimonial dinner and have been 
drinking hard: Kennedy is so 
late that a reincarnation of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt couldn't 
bring the crowd to life. 


A high school band tootles 


him through the door. Inside, 
another band, oblivious to the 
fact that they're stealing the 
1964 campaign song of Lyndon 
B. Johnson, belts out several 
rounds of "Hello, Bobby," for- 
merly "Hello, Lyndon," and 
"Hello, Dolly!" 


It is nearly midnight. The 


candidate, like his listeners, is 
tired and speaks listlessly. 


Nonetheless, as Ted Sorensen 


bravely introduces them, one 
New York politician after anoth- 
er groans laboriously through 
his prepared recital. 


They've eaten all the food; 


Kennedy gets no dinner; there 
will be sandwiches on the bus. 
He speaks, waves and goes back 
to the bus. It will be 5 a.m. be- 
fore he gets to bed for two 
hours' sleep. 


Was it worth it? 
"I have to carry my own 


state," he says. "I had to make 
the effort to show it was impor- 
tant enough for me to be here. 
You just have to do it." 


The pledge that democratiza-

President Johnson must certainly deny 


that General 
William 
Westmoreland's 


promotion to Army Chief of Staff to take 
effect in July is a kick upstairs or that it 
presages any chance of policy in Vietnam. 
But that will be the conclusion of many 
Americans. 


General Westmoreland has served in his 


present position for almost four years and 
quite reasonably may be replaced. It is not 
clear exactly how much responsibility he 
bears for the policies of search and destroy, 
the spreading out of American forces to 
places like Khe Sanh, or the continually 
optimistic reports that go back to Washing- 
ton from the military authorities in 
Vietnam. The General indeed may be 
something of an unacknowledged scapegoat 
for military policies determined for politi- 
cal reasons by a harassed and stubborn 
President 


But there has been increasing suspicion 


that there is sound military reason to doubt 
the way the war has been conducted. 


In January General Westmoreland sub- 


mitted an optimistic report of the course of 
the war to Washington. According to the 
New York Times which has excerpts from 
the classified document, the General pre- 
dicted that "we should expect our gains of 
1967 to be increased manyfold in 1968." 
Relying upon an increase in Viet Cong 
defectors of 27,000 in 1967 to 60,000 in 
1968, the General predicted that the Viet 
Cong would lose support in the South, 
would increasingly flee to sanctuaries in 
Laos and Cambodia, and that pacification 
would go forward with great strides. 


Twenty-seven days later came the Tet 


offensive and even Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk concedes that pacification was almost 
obliterated in at least one-third of the 
country and seriously hampered in the rest 
Defectors from the Viet Cong have dropped 
so far rather than risen and number about 
1,000 a month, which is far under the rate 
last year. The General estimated that 
American forces would have to contend 
with only about 340,000 new refugees 
during all of 1968 but already there are 
350,000 from the Tet warfare in the cities 
and the reaction by American troops. In 
November, General Westmoreland said that 
American tactics were forcing the enemy 
away from populated areas. But this proved 
to be disastrously wrong. And the estimates 
that soon American troops could be on 
their way home has changed to pleas for 
another 200,000 as soon as possible. 


Reportedly the glowing military reports 


had not been echoed by independent 
intelligence of the Central Intelligence 
Agency. Obviously a commanding officer 
must weigh all such reports and make his 
own determination upon them. One dis- 
turbing thing about the course of the war 
under General Westmoreland's command is 
that he always seems to have accepted 
erroneous information. 


We do not expect any drastic changes in 


American policy in Vietnam. That would 
indicate that President Johnson and his 
major advisors had made a mistake. But we 
can hope that the military strategists who 
thus far seem to have planned everything 
all wrong have the courage for some self- 
examination and changes. Another 20,000 
American lives are worth far more than 
loss of prestige from admitting mistakes.

short Mr. Freeman's speech in Madison 
have brought the state university more 
discredit around the country. The students 
who participated have shown they have no 
understanding of the right of free speech 
and the right of others to hear what a 
member of the United States Cabinet has to 
say. If anybody has earned the right of free 
speech it is Mr. Freeman, a Purple Heart 
veteran of World War n. 


The puzzle of incidents like these at the 


university is that the violators of others' 
rights cannot understand that they are only 
aiding the cause they are protesting 
against Votes for President Johnson were 
made and solidified by the incident. The 
best that can be said is that a coed had the 
courage to stand up and apologize to Mr. 
Freeman on behalf of her university and 
that she was applauded for her statement 


For his part, Mr. Freeman should have 


limited himself to explaining the remark- 
able coincidence of his department's in- 
creasing the parity support price for 
manufacturing milk ten days before the 
President faces a test of his standing with 
the voters in America's Dairyland. 


Mr. Freeman should have left his Green 


Bay speech in Washington. The nation is 
divided over Vietnam only because "some 
frosting on our cake" is endangered, he 
said. And those who are trying to find an 
answer for Vietnam are comparable to 
Neville Chamberlain who made the deal 
with Hitler at Munich which resulted in 
only a few months of peace before the 
outbreak of World War n, he said.

McCarthy in the New Hampshire primary, 
that a vote for Sen. McCarthy was really a 
vote for Ho Chi Minn. That backfired. 


The comparison to Chamberlain also is 


not in order. A great many Americans who 
are disturbed about Vietnam do not 
advocate running away from reality. They 
also do not discount the power of commun- 
ism as represented by Russia and Red 
China. 


What these Americans want to hear, 


and what the administration refuses to 
recognize, are proposals to put the Vietnam 
war in its proper perspective within the 
struggle with communism in more strategic 
places io the world where we may be too 
weak to respond because of Vietnam. 


The conduct of the students in Madison 


and Mr. Freeman's dangerous generalities 
both illustrate that it is difficult to get the 
Vietnam topic back to a calm and meaning- 
ful discussion. But it must be done.

And Britain's dependence 
on the United States is related 
to her habit over the years of 
leaning on the United States 
ratiier than face economic 
leality. Now the United States 
is too concerned to maintain 
its own equilibrium, to act as 
a soft perch for other nations. 


The temptation is to blame 


it all on France. France has, 
to be sure, acted churlishly, 
and there is no doubting, at 
this point, that General de 
Gaulle is obsessed by his spite. 
But, at this point, De Gaulle 
believes that events have just- 
ified him. Just as the banker 
who calls in the mortgages 
just before the depression will 
be hated by the community, 
but adored by the depositors. 
De Gaulle takes the position 
t h a t consistent mismanage- 
ment of the economy by the 
United States was making the 
dollar a bad gamble: and he 
moved correct. What right has 
the United States to expect 
other countries to humor our 
mismanagement? There is a 
sense hi which one can feel, in 
turn perversely, grateful to De 
Gaulle (and to his minister, 
Rueff. who isn't anti-Ameri- 
can, but is very much pro- 
gold) for forcing us towards the 
brink. 


Now we have faced up to the 


challenge by a contrivance 
which surely cannot take care 
of us for very long. A perman- 
ent repeal of the law of 
arbitrage? It sounds like per- 
manent flight, or spontaneous 
generation, or other physical 
paradoxes. The likelihood is 
that the leakage factor in the 
two-tier theory will prove a 
conclusive weakness, and that 
we shall stumble on to another 
hypodermic. Whether we will 
ever finally arrive at free 
exchange rates, one cannot 
say. But meanwhile, we have 
arrived at one of those inter- 
ruptions in our reveries which 
are greatly useful. The Presi- 
dent will trim eight-billion 
dollars from his budget, and 
the howls will go up from the 
afflicted. But talk about Unit- 
ed States' economic power to 
do everything for everybody is 
likely to decrease. The immun- 
ity of the labor unions to close 
down entire industries for a 
half-year m a y even, who 
knows, be brought into serious 
ouestion, for the first time in 
vears. And there will be less 
talk about United States re- 
sponsibility to care for the rest 
of the world. All in all, it was 
a healthy thing.

RESTRICTIONS NOT AP-

Now comes a news letter 


from the office of Speaker 
Harold Froehh'ch of the State 
Assembly which quotes with 
favor the bill of Assemblyman 
Anderson of Waupaca County 
in the 196? legislature which 
would -^ave restricted such 
agency publications and their 
distribution. It failed of pas- 
sage in spite of the fact that 
Mr. Froehlich and Mr. Ander- 
son are leading figures in the 
ruling party in the legisla- 
ture. 


"I got the idea on the way to 


the dump," Anderson is quoted 
as saying, "after accumulating 
30 pounds of printed materials 
in one week from state agen- 
cies, federal bureaus and re- 
lated sources." 


Mr. Anderson, as a fair- 


minded man, doubtless did not 
intend to indict state officials 
and employes for the profli- 
gate publication habits of fed- 
eral officials and "related 
sources" over which they have 
no control. 


IRRITATION UNDERSTAND- 
ABLE 


But if he is speaking about 


state agencies only, his curios- 
ity about the print volume, 
and possibly 
his irritation 


about it, are understandable. 
There is every change, indeed, 
that the State Capitol corres- 
pondent's desk is as heavily 
burdened as his. Parenthetical- 
ly, this reporter's mail is 
delivered daily in a canvas 
sack, for the relief of the 
regular postal carrier. 


Yet these men show a curi- 


ous indifference, or possibly 
lack of knowledge, of the caus- 
es of what might be called Hie 
publication explosion. One of 
them is the desire of most of 
the department heads to keep 
the legislature informed — 
although they may be profuse 
and prolix about it. Another is 
the increasing number of pub- 
lic information officers in the 
state service. As the satire has 
it, work tends to occupy the 
forces available. 


TARDINESS LESSENS VAL- 
UE 


Some of this flood of mater- 


ial is produced under direct 
mandate of the legislature, 
including most of the annual 
or biennial reports which are 
typically produced so tardily 
by the state printer as to have 
very little use — except for 
the deposit of a handul of 
them in the archives. 


But the best explanation of 


the Anderson-Froehlich com- 
plaint, if they are serious and 
more facetious, is that the 
budget-making process is an 
imprecise and often careless 
one. With considerable hoopla 
a few years- ago the legislature 
adopted the so-called line bud- 
get. This means that appro- 
priation bills would reveal at a 
glance what money would be 
used for what purpose. The 
legislature could control print- 
ing costs as easily as it 
controls state travel costs, or 
telephone costs, or postage 
costs, or salary or equipment 
and supply costs. 


Lawyers sometimes t a l k 


about the "clean hands" doc- 
trine, which if this correspond- 
ent who missed many semes- 
ters of law school understands, 
means that the plaintiff is 
obliged to avoid the offenses

The fact is that the legisla- 


ture's own publications budget, 
if reform of printing expendi- 
ture, is thought to be needed, 
should not be exempt from 
whatever appraisal is made, 
tive press releases produced at 
including sheaves of legisla- 
public expense.

goods movers strongly advise 
that families take advantage of 
the professional packing serv- 
ices offered by the moving 
agent. Even in local moves — 
down the street or to the other 
side of town — most families do 
not have the proper equipment 
or knowhow to pack their goods 
efficiently and safely. And it is 
worth noting here that movers 
have the right to repack, or 
refuse acceptance of, articles 
improperly packed. 


Packing Pointers 


However, for those house- 


wives embarking on a local 
move who are 
accumulating 


cartons from the grocery store 
for the purpose of doing their 
own packing, the following pack- 


ing pointers are offered: 


It's trite, but it's also often 


disregarded: place the heavier 
items on the bottom of the 
container, the lighter ones on 
top. 


Nothing small should ever be 


put in the bottom of a large 
container such as those used for 
wardrobe, lamp, large mirror, 
etc. It might be overlooked in 
unpacking and thrown out with 
the container. 


Don't Use Newspaper 


Never pack large pictures and 


mirrors between layers of bed- 
ding or linen. 


Don't leave trays and similar

printing ink will rub off. 


Don't pack soap, furniture

Dear Dr. Molner: Does the 


drug stilbesterol stimulate pro- 
duction of hormones or is it a 
hormone itself? Is it considered 
a "fertility pill?" What unfavor- 
able side effects might result 
from prolonged use? How does 
it differ from diethylstilbesterol 
or are they the same?—Mrs. 
B.L.M. 


Stilbesterol is an abbreviation 


for diethylstilbesterol. 


We can't quite say that it is a 


hormone; 
it is a synthetic 


chemical which, however, has 
the properties of estrogen, or the 
female hormone. Therefore it is 
commonly used in treatment of 
menopause and other conditions 
where famale hormone is used. 


It has the advantage of being 


inexpensive as compared to 
actual hormones. 


It is potent, hence used in 


small doses, but often is used 
for periods of several years, 
and has been in use for a 
considerable time now, so phy- 


sicians have a familiarity with 
the proper way to employ it. 


Principal side effects from 


over-dosage would be similar to 
those of too much estrogen — 
spotting or bleeding, and sore- 
ness of the breasts.

He sits at the back of the bus 


that roars through the night 
along a highway in upstate New 
York, and he sings softly, lazily, 
off-key to a tune strummed by a 
young guitarist.

it, but he tries, and Kennedy, at 
the end of a dreary night in the

sings softly. 


Now and then, a party pol 


breaks off from his conference 
with a Kennedy aide and, turn- 
ing in his seat, stares blankly at 
the man lolling in the back of 
the bus. 


The South Boston Irish crowd 


turns out under gray wet skies 
to yell and laugh and wave. The 
Kennedy brothers, Bobby and 
Teddy, are marching in the St. 


Patrick's Day Parade. 


They smile and wave at the 


faces but as they march they 
talk in terse undertones about 
the challenge. 


"I think we can do it if we 


make the big pull," Robert er- 
nestly tells Edward, who looks 
dubious. 


Behind them, a red-faced par- 


ty functionary mutters to a hur- 
rying assistant: "Where the hell 
is the little girl with the flow- 
ers?" 


"Don't worry," says the oth- 


er. "Next corner." 


And—poof!—with 
apparent 


charming spontaneity, a pretty, 
shyly smiling child materializes 
from the sidelines and hands 
Bobby Kennedy a bouquet of 
green carnations. 


He says "Thank you very 


much," still walking, and the 
cameras record the scene and 
he hands the bouquet to some- 
one and it is never seen again. 


The candidate is crushed by 


the crowd. The smile is fixed on 
his face, and he is seemingly 
unconcerned about the physical 
danger. 


But his aides are sweating 


and nervous and gasping for 
breath and they form a tight 
ring around him and push him 
through the crowd. 


The people slap him on.the 


head and pull his hair and touch 
his coat and scream his name 
and yell for autographs al- 
though he can barely lift his 
arm. 


His hair tousled into a mop, 


his expensive suit rumpled, his 
shirtsleeve stained by sweat, 
he climbs atop the back seat of 
an open car and waves to the 
throngs pressing about him. He 
says, very softly amidst the din, 
"Hello. How are you? Thank 
you." And the people squeal and 
run along side and jump up and 
down. 


His California campaign man- 


ager, Assembly Speaker Jesse 
M. Unruh, tells him, "You 
know, this is better than Presi- 
dent Kennedy got in California 


at the end of the 1960 cam- 
paign." 


"Yes," says Robert Kennedy, 


waving and smiling. 


He has gags that he polishes 


and repeats as the campaign 
rolls along. 


"My brother Teddy ordered 


10,000 Kennedy buttons for us to 
bring here. But they all have his 
face on them. I told him he 
couldn't enter the race at this 
late date. That would be ruth- 
less." 


Or, "I know I am beginning to 


have some success. George 
Hamilton called last night and 
asked for my daughter's phone 
number." 


The bus finally arrives at its 


destination, a "pavilion" in 
Johnson City, N.Y. The Demo- 
crats have long since eaten their 
testimonial dinner and have been 
drinking hard: Kennedy is so 
late that a reincarnation of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt couldn't 
bring the crowd to life. 


A high school band tootles 


him through the door. Inside, 
another band, oblivious to the 
fact that they're stealing the 
1964 campaign song of Lyndon 
B. Johnson, belts out several 
rounds of "Hello, Bobby," for- 
merly "Hello, Lyndon," and 
"Hello, Dolly!" 


It is nearly midnight. The 


candidate, like his listeners, is 
tired and speaks listlessly. 


Nonetheless, as Ted Sorensen 


bravely introduces them, one 
New York politician after anoth- 
er groans laboriously through 
his prepared recital. 


They've eaten all the food; 


Kennedy gets no dinner; there 
will be sandwiches on the bus. 
He speaks, waves and goes back 
to the bus. It will be 5 a.m. be- 
fore he gets to bed for two 
hours' sleep. 


Was it worth it? 
"I have to carry my own 


state," he says. "I had to make 
the effort to show it was impor- 
tant enough for me to be here. 
You just have to do it."
